The Elba City Council -voted 


to approve a short term ADECA 
$2,000,000 — float’ loan-~ for 
Dorsey Trailers. The supporting 
resolution. < passed” » Monday 
evening is the only involvement 
for the City of Elba, The actual 
low. interest start-up-loan, terms, 
repayment schedule. etc, are 
between The Dorsey Trailer 
Company and the Alabama 
Economic Development Office 
(ADECA). The paperwork for 
this loan is beting'handled by the 
SE Ala Regional Planning 
Commission and at no cost to 
the City of Elba. 

The council also approved a 
resolution for a funding agree- 
ment on the local airport. This 
$8.500 Department of 
Transportation (DOT) 1s’a plan- 
ning grant for work required to 
define the immediate and long 
range airport neéds before pro- 
ceeding with applications. for 


state and federal funds for 
repairs and/or expansion of the 
local airport.

Coffee County Road 719 while 
at the same time zipping 
through the meeting’s agenda in 
less than, 30 minutes. 

Randy Adkison, a county res- 
ident living on Coffee County 
Road 719, addressed the com- 
mission with his concern of 
early morning traffic using: the 
road as & cut-through road to Ft. 
Rucker, 

Adkikdn told commissioners 


‘that he would guess the average 


speed of traffic on the road 
betweee the hours of 6-8 a.m. is 
anywhere from 55 to 80 miles 
per hour, 

“We're needing some help 
and | knew you basically can't 
gel speed bumps on a county 
road,” Adkison said, “Anything 
y'all gan do-to help us on 
County, Road 719, we would 
apprecime.” 


Adkison said the road is 
approximately 2.5 miles long, 


‘and His concern is the seven- 


tenths of the road that is’a 
straightaway, 

He said Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates is a resident 


on the road, but he lives in an 


area where the road curves and 
does not see the effects of the 
speeding traffic, Therefore, 
Adkison suggested that the 
sheriff may not be fully aware 
of the problem. 

Adkison also expressed his 


concern to commissioners about. 


the safety of the ghildren living 
in the: area. He said there is 
loose gravel on the road and he 
is concerned that a child might 
get hit in the head by a piece of 
gravel that a speeding car could 
sling. 

During his comments, 
Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
said that speeding is occurring 
on the highway as well and not 
justone road, He said there have 
been several complaints of 
speeding all over the county. 

“| would like for us to ask the 
sheriff to step up his appearance 
on roads,” Dalrymple said. 
“Maybe check things and see if 


these people are speeding.”

The American Association of 
Motor Vehicle Administrators 
recently recognized Alabama 
forachieving the largest reduc- 
tion in traffic deaths among 
AAMVA Region II states during 
2000, Region II includes 14 
southern states, the U.S, Virgin 


Area Happenings 
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Islands and Puerto Rico. 
The number of traffic deaths 
in’ Alabama decreased by 


approximately 14 percent last. 


year, according to the Alabama 
Department of Public Safety. 
Traffic fatalities totaled 990 in 
2000, a reduction of 158 from 
1,148 traffic deaths reported in 
1999, 

“Alabama: has. the best and 
brightest in law enforcement, 
and their skill is clearly making 
a difference in public safety for 
all of our citizens,” said Gov. 
Don Siegelman. 

“Through continuing enforce- 
ment and. safety education 
efforts, Alabama’s law enforce- 
ment and traffic safety agencies 
are working to reduce the inci- 
dence of traffic crashes and their 
tragic consequences,” said Col, 
James H. Alexander, Public 


Safety director, He said DUI,

speed and safety belt enforce- 
ment would continue to be areas 
of emphasis for trooper enforces 
ment activity, 

Alexander said intensive 
enforcement of the state's pri- 
mary safety belt law and the 
corresponding increase in safety 
belt use had had a positive effect 
on traffic safety in Alabama last 
year. Enforcement of the prima- 
ry law began in December 1999, 
During the first full year of 
‘enforcement, surveys showed 
statewide safety belt use 
increased from 58 percent in 
1999 to 71 percent in 2000, 

Many lives could be saved if 
more Alabamians would buckle 
up, according to Alexander. Of 
990 traffic fatalities reported 
during 2000, 875 were vehicle
